Sun- 
day night, I am told, as many 
people went away without seats as 
those who got in. Last night, 
the building was packed to the 
doors and I feel sure there were 
some on the outside who could not 
get in. I know that some stood. 


Even the morning services are 
attended by great crowds. This 
morning (Wednesday) the lower 
floor was packed full and the first 
balcony was fully two-thirds full. 
Crowds are usually greatly over 
estimated, but I feel sure there 
were really 1,600 people present 
on this week-day morning of the 
revival. Ordinarily it would have 
been counted closer to 3,000.

Here is a good place to say that 
I believe whenever it is possible 
to do so without compromise, 
Christian people of all denomina- 
tions, and none, should codperate 
in revivals.

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hope of any of us poor sinners is 
the blood of Jesus Christ shed on 
Calvary. Baptists, Methodists, 
Presbytérians, Congregationalists, 
Nazarenes and all other evangeli- 
cal groups can and should agree 
on these things and codperate in 
the of souls. Usually 
Catholics, “Christian Scientists,” 
so-called, Spiritualists, Mormons 
and rigid “Church of Christ’ peo- 
ple will not codperate in such re- 
vivals and should not be expected 
to. Any group that does not be- 
lieve in the need for and the pos- 
sibility of instantaneous conver- 
sion and supernatural regenera- 
tion by faith in Christ, all on the 
merits of His shed blood, could 
not conscientiously codperate of- 
ficially in a revival. But every 
person who believes in and has 
experienced a new birth by faith 
in Christ should rejoice in a re- 
vival where multitudes are blessed 
and should do everything possible 
to help win sinners. It seems 
strange that it would even be 
necessary to say this. But in the 
average church so many things are 
counted more important than the 
Salvation of sinners that we need 
to argue in favor even of a great 
revival, 


Yesterday I got a letter from a 
Baptist preacher who objected be- 
cause we advertised the book “Bil- 
ly Sunday, the Man and His Mes- 


He was offended because Billy 
Sunday had declared a few years 
ago, “I never preached a sermon 
on baptism and I never will.” 
Therefore, he had refused to go 
to hear Billy Sunday preach, he 
criticised Billy Sunday’s revival 
and did what he could to hinder 
people from hearing him instead 
of helping. .That preacher aged 
others like him would not be in 
favor of Baptists coéperating with 
Christians of other faiths in a 
great revival. But he, doubtless a 
good man, is woefully wrong on 
this matter, and is concerned, we 
feel, far more with the Baptist 
name than he is in the winning of 
souls to Christ. I wrote this good 
pastor, reminding him that multi- 
tudes of Baptist preachers had 
never preached a sermon on the 
second coming of Christ though 
that matter certainly gets far 
more importance and space 
in the Bible than baptism. I be- 
lieve that Baptist preachers ought 
to be right on the second coming 
of Christ and evangelists ought to 
be right on baptism. But if Gipsy 
Smith, in his two weeks’ revival 
in Dallas, does not take time to 
preach on baptism or even if:he 
is wrong on baptism in doctrino 
and practice that certainly would 
be a sorry alibi for my being 
wrong on soul winning and broth- 
erly love. 


I would be very happy “if all 
the Methodist preachers in the 
world could preach like Paul did 
on “Buried With Christ in Bap- 
tism.” That would be glorious. 
But it would be even more glorious 
if every Baptist preacher could 
sincerely say from his heart with 
Paul, “Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, (not to argue about baptism) 
but to preach the gospel’ (I Cor. 
1:17). With Paul the gospel was

first and it ought to be so with ev- 
ery Christian. 

Local church revivals may some- 
times major on church member- 
ship, on building Sunday Schools, 
on “putting over the budget” or 
on building up the denominational 
cause. On the other hand in a 
great cooperative revival often 
people cannot agree on anything 
but the great fundamentals of the 
faith and so fortunately they must 
agree on winning souls to Christ 
and the rededication of individuai 
lives. 

Let it be understood that in co- 
operative revivals preachers must 
not compromise the truca of God. 
Great Bible doctrines of sin, re- 
pentance, faith, Heaven, Heli, ecic., 
ought to be preached. I have the 
Same gospel to preach no matter 
where I preach and I cannot 
change that to please men. I be- 
lieve that new converts ought to 
be baptized, and I freely say so 
in every revival. But in a revival, 
the main objective ought to be to 
get sinners saved and revive Chris- 
tians and if a preacher’s whole 
heart is so set on that matter, 
and his preaching so clear and 
powerful that ali others see thar 
is first, there will be no special 
embarrassment or disagreements 
about other doctrines where there 
may be an honest difference of 
opinion, 

Brotherly Love 


Christians ought to love one an- 
other. Jesus said, “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other.” James and John forbade 
another to cast out devils in Je- 
sus’ name because he followed not 
with the twelve apostles. But Je- 
sus said to them, ‘Forbid him not; 
for there is no man which shail 
do &@ miracle in my name, that can 
lightly speak evil of me. For he 
that is not against us is on our 
part” (Mark y:39, 40). Again Je- 
sus ‘said, “Other sheep i have 
which are not of this fold: tnem 
atso I must bring, and they shau 
hear my voice; and there sSnai 
be one fold, and one shepherd.” 
We think of different foids, but 
Jesus speaks of all his dear sheep 
and longs for the time to come 
when they will be in one foid! 
In the prayer of Jesus in Jonn 
17:21 He desired of the abther, 
“That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art wm me, and il 
in thee, that they also may be one 
in us: that the world may Delieve 
that thou hast sent me.” Jesus 
did not pray that we would all 
be one denomination — He did not 
have in mind a great denomina- 
tional group of all the churchics. 
Instead, the desire of His heat 
was that all Christians shouia 
love one another and be of one 


mind and one heart as far as pos-f 


Sible in honoring Christ, in preach- 
ing the gospel and in winning 
sinners. 

The Gipsy Smith Revival will 
tend, we trust, to unite all of us 
in heart, that we may be one in 
our love to Christ and our concern 
for sinners. Even lost sinners be- 
lieve Baptists and Methodists and 
Presbyterians and others who 
claim to be Christians should love 
one another and they believe that 
church members are hypocrites 
when they do not. 

I sat beside a woman who at-

lived, too. We may never agree 
here about denominational pro- 
grams, but we certainly agree that 
we love the incomparably lovely 
Saviour! I gladly join with these 
my brethren in a revival. All ot 
us need reviving in our own hearts 
and all of us can be blessed, I 
feel, more in a great general re- 
vival than in a revival where 
fewer people meet and fewer are 
blessed and fewer are saved, 

And that leads me to say that 
God Himself seems to have put 
His seal particularly on revivals 
that are not primarily denomina- 
tional in their nature. Note the 
great revivals of the world and you 
will instantly see that they were 
bigger than any church or group 
of churches. Finney, Moody, Tor- 
rey, Chapman, Billy Sunday — the 
great revivals of these men were 
revivals in which all Christians 
were urged to participate and vari- 
ous churches codperated. Doubt- 
less one of the great mistakes of 
J. Wilbur Chapman was when he 
left great codperative revivals to 
head the department of evangelism 
for Presbyterians. He greatly 
limited his usefulness and as I re- 
call never had anything like as 
great revivals that way. 

Even the revivals of Wesley and 
Whitfield were primarily undenom- 
inational revivals appealing to the 
multitudes and aiming to get men 
saved. 


Gipsy Smith Believes in the Blood 


I did not know whether I could 
conscientiously codperate in the 
Gipsy Smith revival until I heard 
the evangelist Monday night. 1 
feared that possibly having been 
in sO many great union revivals,

and His gospel, modernistic in doc- 
trine and worldly in life, Gipsy 
Smith might have so easily com- 
promised and been untrue to

Last January and February Il 
was in a revival in Binghamton, 
New York, sponsored by a group 
of nine fundamentalist churches. 
services were held in the great 
Binghamton theatre, and 1 learneu 
that two years before, in the same 
building, had been heid the Gipsy 
Smith campaign, with seventy-uve 
churches codperating. The pastors 
of some of those churches i knew 
were out and out modernists anu 
said so openly. I was prejudiced 
Somewhat naturally against Gipsy 
Smith for having kept company 
with such a crowd. i had never 
heard him preach and it is only 
natural that a man be judged by 
the company that he keeps. Most 
of Gipsy Smith’s company has 
been good, I feel sure. in that 
case certainly some of it was bad 
and I could not put my heart in- 
to this revival nor urge my peo- 
ple to attend until I knew for my- 
self his position toward the deicy 
and the atonement of Christ ana 
toward the Bible as God's iniai- 
lible word. God helping me, I will 
not, cannot, knowingly urge peo- 
ple to hear any man preach who 
is not true in his attitude to the 
blood and the Book. 

But, thank God, Gipsy Smith 
measures up! Again and again 
as Gipsy preaches we hear the 
dear and familiar terms, “the 
blood,” “conversion,” “regenera- 
tion,” “born again,” “Caivary,’ 
“sinners” and “Saviour and Lord.’ 
I heard Gipsy Smith iast night 
say with vehemence and indigua- 
tion, “You who are in the church, 
you who take the communion, you 
who call yourselves Christians 
without regeneration, without 
knowing your teet are on the Rock 
of Ages — hypocrites! monstrosi- 
ties! get out!” Again and again he 
rings out the message that Christ 
can Change the heart and trans- 
form the life of sinners who trust 
in Him! 

Il suppose. Gipsy Smith is not a 
great bible scholar, though he 
loves his Bible passionately. My 
critical mind could pick flaws in 
his theology. He says he never 
had a day’s schooling in his life. 
He learned to read trom q Bible 
and a dictionary. The carping 
critic could find plenty to whicn 
his cold heart might object, I sup- 
pose, in the preaching of Gipsy 
Smith. But any day in the world 
I would gladly trade some of my 
worldly wisdom for some of what 
Gipsy Smith has—the tears, the 
compassion, the compelling love 
for Jesus Christ!

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he felt called to preach the gos- 
pel. And remember that Gipsy 
Smith has only been in town about 
four days! 

I verified the soul winning ef- 
forts of Gipsy Smith too, without 
intending to do so. I was late get- 
ting out of the building iast nignt. 
We were in the balcony, the 
crowd was enormous, we greeted 
friends. When we got out on the 
sidewalk we were near the last 
of the great crowd. A colored 
chauffeur was waiting on the side- 
walk for some one. I talked to 
him about his soul, asked him if 
he had ever been a Christian. He 
never had, he said, in the past. 
He said there was too big a crowd 
for him to get to hear Gipsy 
Smith, “But that must have been 
him that came by here just now 
and talked to me,” he said. “I 
wanted him to pray for me, but 
he said I mustn’t put it off, I 
must accept Jesus right now. You 
know, he told me one thing I 
never thought of,” said this col- 
ored man.

This is not like my way of hav- 
ing people come down the aisles 
to take my hand and claim Christ 
as Saviour. It is not the way of 
Moody and Sankey who had sinners 
go to an inquiry room and there 
be dealt with by personal workers. 
It is not the way of others who 
have an altar where sinners come 
and kneel for instruction and 
prayer. However, the Bible does

not specify any particular pian of 
giving an invitation. I am sure 
Wwe sometimes get in a rut and 
have an invitation one way simply 
because we are accustomed to that 
way. A change, a different way 
might get better results some- 
times. 

I feel sure that when people 
trust Christ they ought to claim 
Him openly and publicly. But Gip- 
sy Smith has them stand in his 
services and urges them to make 
it known whenever possible. Be- 


sides, their names and addresses 


are kept and I am sure they will 
be visited by personal workers. 
Perhaps it would be better if new 
converts were led down to the 
front in the sight of the audience. 
Yet it is possible that the simple 
matter of a decision to trust Jesus 
Christ with all your heart, as Sav- 
iour and Lord, might not be as 
easily understood on that basis 4s 
when a sinner is asked to sigan a 
clear statement. 


I tested the thing out Monday 
night. Many stood for prav-r, 
among them a young womau not 
far from me. When ihe service 
was ended, I slipped to her side 
and asked her if she had already 
trusted Jesus 4m her heart. She 
insisted that she had, there and 
then, and said as she smiled up in- 
to my face, “And I feel better 
already.” I believe she was genu-: 
inely saved, just as much so as if 
she had walked down to the front 
or knelt at the altar or gone to 
an inquiry room. This is not my 
way, I say, but I believe that, 
combined with the real power of 
the Holy Spirit on the preaching, 
it is resulting in many being saved 
in Dallas. 

Hundreds of cards have been 
turned in. Doubtless, many of 
those are confessions by Chris- 
tians that they have been unfaith- 
ful to Christ and the church. But 
that is good. I wish that one-haif 
the members of my church would 
conscientiously sign such a state- 
ment! In fact, I felt very much 
like signing such a statement my- 
self. But I know that many, many 
people are signing these cards on 
the No, 1 side and that they mean 
they are taking Christ as their own 
personal Saviour from sin. I say, I 
do not know that Gipsy Smith's 
way is the best way. But I do 
know that God is blessing it and 
therein, I rejoice and yea, I will 
rejoice! 

I know that it is “with the 
HEART men believeth unto right- 
eousness”’ and anywhere that men 
honestly and with their whole 
heart trust Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour, He will save them. I hope 
that as many as possible of the 


converts will be led to baptism and | 


church membership and Christian 
service but we remember that the 
all important matter is a personal, 
sincere turning from sin and trust- 
ing in Jesus Christ as Saviour.

And this leads me to ask you, 
dear reader, are you winning souls 
for Christ? What have you done 
today to help some one to Jesus?

Here is a 
doctor’s prescription for some med- 
icine I need, but I lack 24c of 
having enough to get it.” 

I began to taik to him about 
his soul. I told him that he need- 
ed God. He answered back, “I 
know it! I know it! I haven’t got 
long for this world.” An urgency 
seemed on him. I believe he is in 
the last stages of T. B. He said, 
“I must get this medicine and get 
out of town. I must get to Ari- 
zona while I can.” 


I said to him, “I will give you 
the 24c. But oh, let me talk to 
you a little about your soul first. 
That is very important.” 

At first he said, “I will promise 
you sincerely that as soon as I get 
to Arizona I will go to some 
church and take this matter up 
seriously.” 


“But,” I said, “That may not 
be soon enough. The only safe 
way is now, right now.” So little 
by little I led him to admit that 
he was a sinner and that Christ 
died for sinners like him. I told 
him how Christ was ready to save 
him today if he would only trust in 
Him.

He promised 
me faithfully that he would meet 
me in Heaven, and he wept when 
he took the little bit of money I 
gave him, and said, “Oh, you are 
a Christian, I know you are.” 


Some one reads this who has 
been praying for a lost boy or a 
wicked husband or maybe an un- 
saved daughter, for a long time.
